An ordinance introduced by Mr. 
Cooperin regard to the preservation 
of the school fund, requiring the 
same to be paid only to County Treas- 
urers, and by them distributed. was 
informally laid over on motion of Mr, 
Morehead who'’is Chairman ofthe 
ucational Committtee, fassuring Mr. 
Cooper that ordinance 143 met the 
requiremeuts of his ordinance. 

Ordinance 143, forthe preservation 
andjust distribution of the publie 
school fund taken up. The following 
substitute (by the committee) for 
the ordinance was adopted : 

Sec. 1. The proceeds of all lands 
that have been or hereafter may be 
granted by the United States to this 
state, and not otherwise appropri- 
ated by this Stateor the United 
States; also all moneys, stocks bonds 
and other property now belonging to 
any State fund for purposes of edu- 
eation ; also the net proceeds of all 
sales of the swamp lands belonging 
to the State and also all other grants, 
gifts or devises that have been or 
hereafter may be made to this State, 
and not otherwise uppropriated by 
the State or by the terms of the grant 
yiftor devise, shall be paid into the 
St te Treasury and together with so 
much of the ordinary revenue of the 
State as may be by law set apart for 
that purpose, shall be faithfully ap- 
propriated for establishing and main 
tuining in this State a sy=tem of free 
publie schools, and for other purposes 
of education. 

Sec. 2. All moneys, stocks bonds 
and other property belonging to @ 
eounty school fund; also the net 

roceeds from the sale of estrays; 
alsu, theclear proceeds of al! peual- 
tiesand forfeitures, and ofall fines 
collected in the several counties for 
apy branch of the penal or military 
laws of the State; and all moneys, 
which shall be paid by persons as 
an equivalent for exemption from 
military duty, shall befong to and re- 
maiv in the several counties and 
shall be faithfully appropriated for 
establishing and maintaining free 
public schools in the several counties 
of this State. 

Adopted.

Considerable discussion 
ensued, from which it appeared that 
the said printing had been put out to 
the lowest bidder by a Committee 
who had misunderstood their instrue- 
tions. Alderman McKee, one of the 
Jommittee, insisted that he had net 
misunderstood his instructions and 
called for an expression of the sense 
of the meeting. On the eall of the 
Mayor, each Alderman rose in his 
place and in turn expressed his recol- 
lection of the object of the instruc- 
tion. With the exception of Alder- 
men McKee and Stronach all 
expressed their understanding to have 
been that the Committee should bave 
‘power to print” if they saw proper, 
but expecting, of course, the printing 
to be done by the City Printer. 
Alderman Hameil (very properly) 
asked that if the printing was to be 
put to the lowest bidder, why hada 
City Printer been elected? The 
Board resolved to instruct the Com - 
mittee to remove the job to the City 
Printer, and makearrangements to 
pay the parties having the job in 
charge fair compensation for the 
work already done.

Opp FELLows’ Laws.—At the late 
session of the Odd Fellowsin Indian- 
apolis, the following rules and regu- 
lations of the order were adopted.— 
They will be ofinterest to the Odd 
Fellows generally: 


First. A member in good stand- 
ing in his lodge is entitled to pecun- 
iary benefits w iile sick and unable 
to attend to his ordinary avocation, 
although he may have an income 
sufficient for his support. 

Second. It is lawful for a subordi- 
nate lodge to donate its funds forany 
purpose with the object and scope of 
the order. 

Third. The general management 
and conduct of degree lodges are sub- 
jects of local legislation. 

Fourth. Thata grand lodge of a 
State must grant an appeal from its 
decision to the Grand of the 
United States; and that in vacation 
the aes Master cannot grant said 
appeal. 

ifth. ‘i hat a subordinate encamp- 
ment should not use its funds to pro- 
cure street uniform. 

Sixth. That a member of a suborii- 
nate lodge desiring to join an en- 
campment should join the nearest 
encampment to his residence in the 
same jurisdiction. 

Seventh. That a brother in good 
standing cannot be kept out of his 
grand or subordinate lodge while the 
minutes of the preceding meetingare 
being read, if he desires to enter and 
ean work his way into the lodge. 

Eighth. That the Grand Encampe 
ment of Ohio has no right to assign 
us a representative of a district a 
patriarch who is not a member of an 
encampment in the district be is 
assigued to represent. 

Niuth. That the law authorizing 
the N. G. of a lodge to communicate 
the semi-annual pass word to a 
brother of another lodge, at the re- 
quest of the N. G. of the lodge to 
which he may belong, under the seal 
of the lodge, applies to the N. G.’s in 
ithe same jurisdiction, and not in dif- 
ferent jurisdictions.
